NEW DEAL FOR NATIVES 

TH ANNOUNCEMENT that Ottawa is 
taking steps tc study the question of the 

treatment of Indians in Canada will be wel- 

comed by all who have the welfare of our 

native people at heart. 

What form the federal body of enquiry 
will take has not yet been decided, 

It may be a royal commission or it may 
be a committee of the’ House of Commons, 
according to the statement made by Re- 
sources Minister Glen, during the debate. 

He. seemed to favor the latter. And said 
that such a committee would give every 
Indian organization a hearing. 


ACT TO BE REVISED 

HE GOVERNMENT spokesman also fat- 

tested to its Intention to revise the Indian 
Affairs Act at the next session. 

Furthermore, he touched upon the gov- 
ernment’s rehabilitation plans for Indians, 
now under review 

This contains provisions for an appropria- 
tion exceeding $12,000,000, of which $2,500,- 
000 is earfharked for the construction and 
repair of Indian homes; 

The balance would go to the erection of 
Indjan hospitals, improved day schools, build 
ings for the storage of relief and medical 
supplies and administration buildings.

Today the average monthly cost of re- 
lief supplies, groceries, clothing, house re- 
pairs, hospitalization, etc.; to unemployed, 
aged, and physically incapacitated Indians 
is $14.50. 

Educational facilities have long been a 
bone of contention. In 1941 the total expen- 
ditures for higher education among Cana- 
dian Indians was $1,323,850.

LONDON (CP) An interna- 


| tional concept of education now 


is being forged in London, where 
the United Nations’ Educational 
Organization, with delegates 
from 39 countries, met this week. 

A draft constitution, adopted by 
Allied ministers of education last 
summer, already has received the 
tentative endorsement of 20 gov 
ernments. 

In essence, the United Nations 
seek to develop better cultural 
understanding among the peoples 
of the world and to foster inter 
national co-operation in improv- 
ing educational levels
